Winnipeg :— Despite unsettled 
weather over the prairies, harvest- 
ing operations are still in advance 
years and cutting is 
the exception of 
comparatively small amount in

scattered areas awaiting combines 
and of the late coarse grains. 

The report from J M McKay of 
the Canadian Pacific Railway's de- 
partment of agriculture describes 
threshing conditions for the season 
as ideal with the exception of the 
week just past. In the three prair- 
ie provinces approximately 67 per 
cent of wheat is threshed; 60 per 
cent of oats, and 62 percent of bar- 
ley. with many points. chiefly in 
Manitoba and southern Saskatche- 
Wan and Alberta reporting opera- 
tions practically tinished. 

The rain of the week was wel- 
comed for fall plowing, pastures 
and surface water supplies, which 
have become low in many districts. 
Plowing is in progress in various 
parts of the country, but would be 
assisted by still more rain. 

Coarse grains vary in grade, but 
some excellent yields of oats are 
reported where growing conditions 
were favorable. On the average, 
threshing discloses generally sat- 
isfactory grades of all grains, with 
a wide variation in some quarters. 
Heat and drought, with some rust 
menace, have left their effects up- 
on some of the late heavy crops 
in parts of Manitoba and eastern 
Saskatchewaa, 

‘The low price of coarse grains is 
resulting in manifest interest in 
the purchase of stockers and feed: 
ers for winter fattening on many 
farms, and livestock is kept in 
good condition with plenty of 
roughage in grain fields.

ONE HUNDRED 
MILLIONS BUSHELS 
WHEAT LESS 


The Royal Bank has issued a 
slulement in regard to the wheat 
situation which is most interesting 
# part of which is as follows. 

World consumption of wheat dur 
ing the past year has been greater 
than production, and total stocks 
are nearly one hundred million bus 
hels less than they were a year 
ugo. The wheat yield of the world 
Is provisionally estimated to be 
about the same as the yield ot 
last year, The drought in the Uni 
ted States wrought serious damage 
fo the spring wheat and corn crops 
uad, in Consequence, the amount of 
wheat available tor export from the 
United States will be greatly re 
duced If world consumption is 
maintained at present levels, a 
further substantial reduction ip 
world supplies should result. 

Over seventy-five per cent of 
the world’s wheat is grown in the 
Northern Hemisphere Harvests 
this year, excluding Russia, China 
and a few minor countries, promise 
an yield of about 3,025 million bush 
els. The 1929 official figures for 
the same countries totalled 3,022 
million bushels, But this latter fig 
ure included the official estimates 
for France and Italy which were 
indoulledly below the quantitivs 
actually harvested, probably to the 
extent of 50 million bushels or 
more, Taking this fact into consid 
eration, it appears that the amount 
of wheat produced in the Northern 
Hemisphere, excluding Russia, is 
likely to be approximately 50 mil- 
lion bushels less than last year. 

Although the wheat crop of 
Europe may not vary materially 
from last year, the location of the 
supplies has undergone significant 
change. In 1929. France, Italy,

On the other hand, the 
per capita consumption of wheat 
in the United States and the Anglo 
Saxon countries generally, as well 
as in France, 1s much lower than 
before the war and shows no tend- 
ency Lo increase. In some @ountries 
of continental Europe the consump- 
tion of wheat had been growing at 
the expense of rye and other food- 
stuffs. High tariffs on wheat and 
flour, and other restrictions now in 
effect in many of the countries or- 
dinarily importing wheat. are how- 
ever, tending to check this expan- 
sion and even temporarily reverse 
it by making wheat relatively dear 
in « period of business depression 
when economics are necessary. 
With all thebe facts taken into 
consideration, the United States 
Department of Agriculture has re- 
eently stated that “the present 
prospect is that the world wheat 
prices during the next seven years 
will average appreciably lower 
than in the past seven years.”
